SON, W. O. ARMSTRONG, 
IS IN JAIL AT DUBLIN 


As Cashier of the Bank at 

Rentz, the Latter Also Is 
Charged With Being Short 
in Accounts. 


Hazlehurst, Ga, February 9%.—(Spe- 
cial.)—G. F. Armstrong, cashier of the 
Farmers’ State bank here, which closed 
its doors January 31,today shot himself 
through the head and died _ shortly 
afterward. Investigation of the bank’s 
affairs disclosed a shortage of approxi- 
mately $12,000 and-a warrant today was 
issued charging Armstrong with re- 
sponsibility for the disappearance of 
this sum. He was given until 3 o’clock 
to make good the shortage and shot 
himself just before officers called to 
serve the warrant. 


Son Said to Be Short. 

Armstrong was we] known in Geor- 
pia banking circles. His son, W.O. Arm- 
streng, now is in jail at Dublin, 
charged with being short in his ae- 
counts as cashier of the Bank of Rents. 
The latter bank suspended on the same 
day the Farmers’ State bank here 
closed its doors. 

The auditor has not finished check- 
ing up the books of the Farmers’ State 
bank, but this morning K. Dunnigan, a 
wealthy horse dealer of Danville, Ky., 
arrived in town, alleging, among other 
things, that Armstrong had misused 
about $8,000 of his notes. After going 
to the home of the cashier with a law- 
ver, Dunnigan took out a warrant for 
larceny after trust, which was placed 
with the sheriff this afternoon. 


Daughter Cries Out Tragedy. 

The sheriff started down the street 
toward Armstrong’s home and he must 
have been seen by the cashier from a 
window, for a minute after the sheriff 
got in view of the house the sound of 
a pistol was heard and Armstrong’s 
little girl rushed to the front porch 
and cried, “Papa has shot himself.” 

Hall’s sanitarium is next door and 
Vr. Hall was with the cashier in less 
than two minutes and several other 
physicians within fiVe minutes, but 
their efforts to save the cashier's life 
were futile. 

Will Armstrong, the son, is alleged 
to be short with the Bank of Rentz 
about $15,000, and has been indicted 
by the grand jury of Laurens county 
and is in jail at Dublin, Ga., in default 
of bond. George F. Armstrong is a 
brother of Frank Armstrong, of the 
Brown hous, of.Macon. He has a wife 
and six children.

Russo was brought to Atlanta Sun- 
day night by Deputy United States 
Marshal Frank Patton. 

Matthew Griffin, crack United 


Russo since his criminal career of forty 
years began, came to Atlanta on the 
same train. For the first time he made 
the startling declaration that the sen- 
tencing of Russo meant the placing of 
bars behind the brains, the cunning 
and the real head of the dreaded Ital- 
ian Camorra. 

“Russo has been the Camorra’s 
in America,” Agent Griffin 
said. “TI have evidence which tends to 
connect Russo with the recent dyna- 
miting outrages in New Orleans and a 
score of other cities.” 

Russo’s Career. 

Broken with age, with one eye gone, 
Russo scarcely suggested the alert 
leader of the gang of counterfeiters 
which Griffin, after a chase almost 
around the world, rounded up in New 
York more than twenty-five years ago. 
twelve years in the penitentiary, and

four years. At the time Griffin ar- 
rested Russo and his gang, more than 
$50,000 in counterfeit bills was con- 
fiscated by the government. 

Emerging from prison, Russo reas- 
sembled his wang and renewed his ca- 
reer in crime. He was arrested on a 
charge of murder in Chicago once, but 
he beat thecase. Again he was arrest- 
ed in Philadelphia and also in San 
Francisco for passing counterfeit 
money and served sentences. 

In New Orleans, the stronghold of 
the “Mafia” and the “Black Hand 
Band,” Russo established himself. He

PROBERS BEGIN WORK | 


ON MICHIGAN STRIKE 


MWancock, Mich., February 9.—Fed- 
eral investigation of the conditions in 
the copper country was formally insti- 
tuted today by Representatives Taylor, 
of Colorado; Casey, of Pennsylvania, 
and Howell, of Utah, members of the 
house subcommittee on mines and min- 
ing. : , 
Meeting in the public hall of this lit- 
tle mining city into which had gath- 
ered persons of every nationality rep- 
resented in this region, the inquisitors 
disposed of the formalities of organiza- 
tion in brief time and then got down to 
the business of taking testimony. 

Chairman Taylor explained tersely 
the purpose of the inquiry and invited 
all persons who could shed any light 
on the controversy to testify. 

The committee decided to take up 
the subjects of inquiry in regular or- 
der, Chairman Taylor and Mr. Howell 
both expressing the opinion that the 
existence of the conditions alleged 
should be proved before they could 
properly inquire into the causes. 

William J. Rickard, president of the 
(alumet local of the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners, was the first to take 
the stand. He gave his age as 44 
véars, and said he had worked for min- 
ing companies since he was 11 years 
old. He had barely begun his narra- 
tive when the committee adjourned 
until tomorrow morning at 9 o'clock. 

Boys in the Mines. 

“We are prepared to show,” said Mr. 
Hilton in his opening statement, “that 
for a long number of years there have 
been engaged in the mines boys from 
12-to 16 years of age and that there 
has been a@n unparalleled condition of 
affairs. I believe we can show that 
many who entered the mines as boys, 
and who have worked all the time up 
to the present date, never have aver- 
aged $3 a day for their work. Many 
have large families. In numerous in- 
stances they have worked 
palling conditions. 

“We will show that it has been im- 
possible for men to get work unless 
they traded at certain stores,’ he con- 
tinued. “When they were hopelessly in 
debt they were denied houses to live 
in unless they continued to patronize 
these stores. We will show that the 
wages paid have been lower and 
meaner than those of the underpaid 
labor of the old world. Conditions so 
startling will be revealed that they 
seem to us a complete justification of 
the strike.” 

Mr. Hilton declared the rate of mor- 
tality in these mines was among the 
highest known in mining; that tram- 
mers were compelled to push cars along 
poor tracks as much as eleven miles 
daily, and that they never had been 
paid living wages. He said many of 
the miners were compelled to work 
“in a veritable inferno,” and often had 
to be taken out unconscious. There was 
no ventilation in some of the mines, 
and no water to drink except that 
which seeped through cracks in the 
rocks. 

A comparison of the wages paid here 
and elsewhere will be presented, he 
said, and the way the demands of the 
men were received by the companies 
would be described. 

Mr. Rees vehemently denied that any 
such conditions as had been describ- 
ed by Judge Hilton existed. 


Attacks the Federation. 


“Representing not to exceed:25 per 
cent of the employees of the compa- 
nies, without presenting any grievances, 
the Western Federation of Miners in- 
stituted the strike,” he declared. ‘With 
their organized forces they forcibly 
closed the mines and drove from their 
work the employees of the companies. 
They assaulted and beat up every per- 
son who attempted to labor, and it re- 
quired the state troops to restore even 
a semblance of order and of that con- 
stitutional protection which the gov- 
ernment by its laws guarantees. 

With an aggregate force of about 
14.400 previous to the strike, Mr. Rees 
declared there are now upwards of 
11,000 employees at work, of whom be- 
tween eight to ten thousand are old 


employees. 

“The companies have asked 
nothing but that their employees be 
permitted to work without molesta- 
tion,” he said. 

Rickard, the witness, said the low- 
est amount he ever. made in a month 
was $4.30 for twenty-six days’ work in 
Osceola mine. The largest sum for a 
month was $130.

Senator Bryan said the _ increases 
were made to meet, as nearly as possi- 
ble, the estimate for an army of half 
a million men. 

“If there are only 76,000 men in the 
army now, why shauld we have an 
army of half a million men?” asked 
Senator Sheppard 

“So as to be prepared for war,” re- 
plied Senator Bryan. “While we had 
only 20,000 men operating around San- 
tiago in the Spanish-American war, we 
had some quarter of a million men en- 
listed. 

“With this allowance of guns, Amer- 
ica would still have less guns per man 
than any other first-class power. We 
have about the same proportion as Bul- 
garia or Servia. We should remember 
it takes years to make these guns.” 

“Think of the great Pacific coast 
without enough powder to last thirty 
minutes under attack,” exclaimed Sen-

Memphis Banker Says He 
Is Guilty—Bond Fixed at 
$250,000 and He Is Sent to 
Cell in Jail.

Memphis, Tenn., February 4.— “| am 


guilty. I want to go to jail.” This was 
the reply of C. Hunter Raine, president 
of the Mercantile bank, which closed 
its doors today, when he was arraigned 
on a bench warrant charging embez- 
zlement, growing out of Raine’s alleged 
defalcation of $788,804 of the bank’s 
funds. 

Over his protest that he didn’t want 
to make bond. Criminal Judge Palmer 
fixed the amount of the security at 
$250,00, but Mr. Raine went directly to 
a cell in the county jail. The hearing 
lasted only a few minutes. 

Z. N. Estes, county attorney gengral, 
tomorrow will present the case to the 
grand jury, charging Raine with em- 
bezzlement and fraudulent breach of 
trust. 

J. L. Hutton, state superintendent of 
banks, today took charge of he 
Mercantile bank’s affairs as receiver. An 
investigation of the present resources 
of the bank was immediately begun. 
Mr. Raine so far has refused to make 
any statement. 


Assets Are Missing. 


In the petition it is alleged that with 
liabilities of approximately $2,196,894 
only $1,408,089 in assets can be found 
and that the difference, $788,804, has 
been Jost through the speculations of 
Raine, who had secured the money “by 
a systém of handling its drafts, prop- 
erty and exchange in such a way as 
to deceive the directors and to conceal 
his manipulations.” 

This action was decided on at a 
meeting of the directors and creditors 
yesterday as ae result of a re- 
port made to them by a represent- 
ative 0f a New York correspondent of 
the bank who had spent several days 
in auditing the books. At the meeting 
it is stated Mr. Raine asserted that 
none of the other officers or directors 
had any knowledge of the discrepan- 
cies and turned over his personal es- 
tate, which he estimated to be worth 
approximately $350,000, to the bank. 

It is alleged that the money was se- 
cured by Raine by overdrawing his 
account in the bank and then drawing 
on its New York correspondents in 
Sums to make up the discrepancy. Be- 
cause of the fact that the loans made to 
the local bank was not proportionate 
to the amounts usually secured at this 
season of the year, the New York bank 
sent one of its officers here last week 
to audit the books of the local institu- 
tion, the disclosure resulting. 


No Excitement in Bank Circles. 


There was little excitement evident 
in the financial district today, because 
of the fact that the troubles of the 
Mercantile bank were not due to any 
general business conditions. J. C. Ot- 
tinger, president of the Memphis Clear- 
ing House association, issued a state- 
ment early in the day declaring none 
of the members of the association was 
affected by the failure of the Mercan- 
tile bank. 

According to Mr. Ottinger, there is a 
greater amount of money in the vaults 
of local banks than at any time in the 
past two or three vears. 


False Statement Made. 


It also was learned tonight 
the time the last published statement 
gave $275,000 as the amount due to 
bank and bankers New York banks 
paper indicating loans of almost 
$900,000.

As a result the books of the sus- 
pended bank show a credit in New 
York of approximately $650,000, which 
it is asserted does not exist.

$340,000 was in savings accounts. in 
addition, $169,500 in certificates of de- 
posit were outstanding. About 2,000 
commercial and 4,900 savings accounts 
were carried.

Senator Smith has discussed the mat- 
ter with the president several times, , 
and made a report to his colleagues. 
Today he had another conference at the 
white house, and he will discuss it at 
a meeting of the immigration commit- | 
tee tomorrow. The senator would not 
talk today about his visit to the white 
house, but he emphasized his own 
determination to steer carefully the 
bark of immigration legislation as 
launched by the house. 

Of the Utmost Importance. 

“In my judgment, said Senator 
Smith, “and it is a judgment held also 
by many democratic and republican 
senators, there is no more important 
legislation before congress than this 
immigration bill. What we do toward 
reforming our immigration laws is of | 
utmost importance, not only to our 
own nation, but to the whole world. 

“The world looks to America with 
particular interest on legislation of 
this character. Fivery foreign nation 
is interested in this subject. Every 
suggestion of immigration reform muS8t | 
and will be weighed carefully by this, 
committee. The questions involved in, 
the subject must be considered from a 
non-partisan standpoint. Politicians 
cannot be substituted for diplomats in 
the making of an immigration law, and, 
it is my purpose to see to it that this |

law is thoroughly deliberated before 
the senate is asked to pass it.’ 


As to Literacy Test. 


As to the literacy test in the house 
bill Senator Smith would make no 
statement, either concerning his own, 
or the president’s views. Other mem- 
bers of the committee have let it be 
known, however, that President Wilson 
favors some other form of immigration | 
restriction. Senator Lodge, of Massa- 
chusetts, a member of the committee 
and staunch advocate for many years | 
of a literacy test for immigrants, in- 
tends to fight vigorously for retention 
of this provision in the bill.

Had Women in Council. 


' The “Goose Valley” government had 
'gone so far as to post placards, setting 
,out the boundary of their territory, 
‘which embraced about twenty blocks, 
‘and designating a place for the meet- 
jings of their council. In addition to 
doing other unusual things they had 
'set a precedent by granting the ballot 
{ to women and allowing them to: hold 
office, electing three as members of 
their council. 

| It developed that the negro who shot 
ithe “mayor” was a defeated candidate 
ifor “alderman” and was angered be- 
{cause of his defeat, and when he was 
‘arrested he turned traitor to his col- 
lleagues. Randell Bell was acting as 
'“chief of police’ and the “council” of 
“Goose Valley’ was composed of Jean 
Coleman, Lucius Cox, Pete Walker, 
Mary Cason, Daisy Johnson and Pearl 
Robinson. 


Police Nab City Officials. 


Chief of Police Sumner was given 
a tip that the directors of the gov- 
ernment of “Goose Valley’ were to 
meet in special session Saturday night 
and about midnight he closed in on 
them with his entire force, capturing 
all members of the body with the ex- 
ception of the “‘‘mayor” and the “clerk 
and treasurer,” who escaped with the 
funds and the books. It had become 
the custom in “Goose Valley” to try 
'and fine all offenders in the section 
and the funds thus collected were ap- 
propriated to the maintenance of the 
rebellious government.

The remaining 
85 per cent of the felony convicts shall 
be apportioned to the various counties 
for road work, only on a Dasis in 
which the following factors shall be 
considered, viz: school population, pub- 
lic road mileage, amount of road work 
now done and number of misdemeanor 
convicts available for road work in 
each county, with the punpose of pro- 
moting better road construction in a 
greater portion of the state.

cates issued for such increased issue of capital stock shall 
provide that the same shal] not be transferred without the 
written consent of the company, except upon the payment of 
any difference between the price originally paid the company 
for the stock and the par value thereof, and that each certi- 
ficate issued in lieu of any of said certificates shall contain 
the like provision, as an additional assurance that the stock 
of the corporation shall not fall into the ownership or control 
of the Oil Trust or of any of the competitors of this corpora- 
tion and that it shall be and remain an organization of 
patriotic American citizens banded together to compete with 
the criminal Oil Trust, and that it may remain free to con- 
duct its business without$‘nterference from traitors within its 
organization; that if it # all be necessary to sell any of said 
increased capital stock, the proceeds therefrom shall be used

sas. In most of the cities it organized a separate subsidiary 
corporation in whose name it constructed a distributing sys-

adequate supply of natural gas and can by agreement with 
the Osage national council furnish said gas to the receivers 
for the Kansas Natural Gas Company at the wells in the 
Osage nation at a price which any honest court will decide 
will enable said receivers to furnish gas to its patrons in 
compliance with the franchise contracts and be able at said 
price to comply with the contracts it has made with the vari- 
ous consumers and make a reasonable profit. It will not be 
necessary for any court to order the receivers for the Kansas 
Natural Gas Company to attempt to violate any contracts it 
has made fixing the price of natural gas supplied by it.

TO AN ABSURD EXTREME. 


In the commercial and economic house- 
cleaning the democratic party has under- 
taken, and which includes trust-regulating 
and anti-interlocking-directorate abuses, the 
imperative thing to do is to preserve the 
balance as between justice and injustice, 
logical application and illogical extremism, 
the jeopardizing of the whole program of 
readjustment by carrying principles excel- 
lent ir themselves to a perverted or dan- 
gerous conclusion. For instance, one of the 
provisions in the anti-interlocking-directorate 
legislation fiow pending before the house 
judiciary committee prohibits any indi- 
vidual who may chance to be a director in 
a bank or trust company from being also 
a director in a railroad. The provision not 
only is wholly untenable, but it carries the 
ban against interlocking directorates to 
what may easily become, if unamended, an 
insane and injurious extreme. [f it is 
enacted into law it will not only cripple the 
efficiency of railroad administration through- 
out the country, but it will undoubtedly 
nullify the manifest virtues of the interlock- 
ing directorate ban in other directions. 

The legitimate field for prohibiting the 
interlocking directorate is where its influ- 
ence is obviously vicious and obviously 
subversive of the public welfare or of nat- 
ural competition. 

That field is large enough to afford con- 
gress ample play for its energies. But to 
distort a principle that is excellent in its 
place to cover the whole field of business 


operations is to pursue a good thing to @& 


reductio ad absurdum and to enforce a re- 
organization of industry not short of disas- 
trous revolution. We may, and should, say 
that the director of one bank shall not be 
the director of a rival bank, and the director 
of one factory not the director of a rival 
factory, and be well within the boundaries 
of logic and constructiveness. But, to say 
that a man who is a director in a bank 
shall not be also a director in a railroad or 
any other industrial enterprise is to choke 
off a source from which our railroads and 
other industrial enterprises gain many of 
their sure safeguards in safe business ad- 
ministrations. For, if we give a man the 
choice between being director of a bank 
and director of a railroad, he is going to 
select the former position nineteen times 
out of twenty. And to say that the mer- 
chant or the manufacturer or the packer or 
the lawyer may be a director in a railroad, 
but a banker cannot, is to practice a dis- 
crimination that is unjust and flagrant, and 
that will rob the railroads of the counsel of 
some of the best brains in this country. 

So far as the south is concerned, all the 
representatives and senators of this sec- 
tion have to do to see what will happen un- 
der this silly proposed embargo is to line up 
the directorates of the great and small 
southern railroads. The provision would 
simply seriously injure them. What substi- 
tutes would be found, or how many business 
men would care to remain stockholders of 
railroads where they could not have repre- 
sentation on the board of directors, is an 
open and pause-giving question. 

The inference underlying the proposed 
interdict is, of course, that the banker- 
director would be more tempted to wink at 
mismanagement, or to loot a railroad or per- 
vert its functions, than the merchant- 
director, or the lawyer-director. That is 
precisely the impossible impasse into which 
this crazy and impossible distortion of a 
principle entirely correct in its place 
leads us. 

Fortunately, the provision 
emerged from the committee. The mem- 
bers of the committee have yet the op- 
portunity, by striking it bodily, to show that 
the party program -has not receded from 
its uniform common sense, coherence and 
freedom from the blight of destructive ex- 
tremism.

TRIAL OF BROOKS 
FOR ASSAULTING SUMNER. 


One of the most exciting scenes ever 
enacted in the United States senate was 
the assault on Charles Sumner. of Massachu- 
Setts, by Preston Brooks, a member of the 
house of representatives, in 1856. The at- 
tack grew out of the violent slavery ag- 
itation of the period. Sumner had made 
a powerful speech on “The Crime of ‘“Kan- 
sas,”” in Which he went out of his way to 
abuse certain senators whom he did not like, 
especially Senator Butler, of South Carolina. 
who was at the time absent from the city, 
and who had made no special personal at- 
tack on Sumner. 

Brooks was a relative of 
sented the imputations made against 
He lay in wait for Sumner for 
more at the Pennsylvania avenue 
to the capitol on the day following the in- 
flammatory speech, but Summer had gone 
in another way and he missed him. The fol- 
lowing dav the senate _“ only aé_ short 
session, adjournine at 12:45.

The sen- 
ator had not noticed his presence until he 
heard some one call his name, when looking 
up he caught the words: 

“IT have read your speech over twice 
carefully; it is a libel on South Carolina and 
Mr. Butler, who is a relative of mine’—and 
while he was still speaking and apparently

Finally Sumner fell bieeding 
less to the floor. Brooks’ arm 
at last and he was forced awey from Sum- 
ner. The wounds of the senator-were dress- 
ed by a physician hastily summoned and he 
was removed to his room, still only partly 
conscious. So great were his injuries that 
he did not fully recover for four years: and 
indeed, never after this assault was he the 
powerful, robust athlete that he had been 
before. The physical condition of Sumner 
and the masses of his full head of hair. which 
he wore long at the time, probably saved his 
life. - 

The following dav the affair was taken 
up by the senate and a committee was ap- 
pointed to make an investigation. They re- 
ported that the senate had no power to ar- 
rest or punish a member of the house and 
that all they could do was to complain to 
that body. 

In the house on the same day a committee 
was appointed to make a report in order 
to vindicate that body. This committee call- 
ed for the expulsion of Brooks, but it was 
voted down. Thereupon Brooks arose and 
said that he was no longer a member of the 
house, having already placed his resignation 
in the hands of the governor of his state. 
to take effect when he announced it himself 
in congress. By this means he prevented any 
further action taken against him by the 
house. 

Brooks was promptly re-elected, however, 
and was back in the house within a few days. 
The criminal punishment inflicted was hard- 
ly less a farce. Sumner filed a complaint 
against Brooks and he was indicted by a 
grand jury. He appeared in Washington at 
court attended by a_ coterie of southern 
friends, admitted the assault and justified 
himself in a speech likening himself to hus- 
bands. who defend their wounded honor. The 
judge fined him three hundred dollars and 
discharged him without imprisonment. Sum- 
ner took no part-in the prosecution, except 
when subpoenaed to appear and testify ve- 
fore the grand jury. 

Sumner disclaimed all responsibility for 
the trial, realizing that any punishment 
would be inadequate for the injuries he had 
received and the hopelessness of expecting 
proper consideration for the same from the 
courts of the district as then constituted. 

During Sumner’s long years of suffering 
following the attack it is said that he never 
spoke unkindly of Brooks. Tt is related 
that years after, when one day walking in 
the Congressional cemetery, at Washington, 
Sumner’s companion, George William (Cur- 
tis, called his attention to a cenotaph of 
brooks, which Sumner had not before no- 
ticed, his only remark was: “Poor fellow. 
Poor fellow!” To the question then asked 
by Curtis, “How do vou feel about Brooks”’ 
he replied: “Only as to a brick that should 
fall upon your head from’a chimney. He was 
the umconscious agent of another pewer.”

A HEALTHFUL HOME. 


Sinks can be scrubbed and polished until 
they are snowy white, but the pipes and 
drains tht carry off the water cannot be 
cleaned in this manner. 
So sinks become our 
most dangerous conven- 
iences for, though 
ever so well construct- 
ed, the pipes are of 
metal and the particles 
of grease, animal and 
vegetable matter that 
is emptied into them 
vith the dish water or 
iquors from foods ad- 
here to the insides of 
the pipes and produce 
animal and vegetable 
poisons. 

A current of air 
drives through the pipe 
and brings up millions 
of viewless atoms ca- 
pable of producing pes- 
tilence in your home. 
The “germ theory” is 
only about a century 
gld but it has taught 
us that disease can only enter our body in 
three ways—through our mouths, by eating; 
through our noses, by breathing foul air, or 
through an opening in the skin, Hike a cut or 
a wound. Twenty thousand germs of diph- 
theria, small-pox, scaniet, yellow or typhoid 
fever would not be an inch in length if put 
end to end, yet each one of these spores is 
capable of creating its own disease in a 
human body, irritated by cold or even nor- 
mally healthy. 

Fortunately for every ill rnere is a reme- 
dy and if twice each week you pour boiling 
hot sal-soda (washing soda it is more fre- 
quently called) into your sinkx pipes you will 
destroy the germs and make them clean. The 
best time to flush the pipes if at night after 
the supper work: is finished. Then the lye 
or soda can remain in the pipes until morn- 
ing. | 
Perhaps you think that because your sink 
has a trap these cautions do not apply to you. 
A trap helps but little; they are devised to 
prevent sewer gas from rising and backing 
into houses. They hold half an inch, or sey- 
eral inches of water, and it is claimed that 
poisonous gases cannot penetrate through 
this. Listen carefullly ana you wlll some- 
times hear a bubbling noise in the pipes; the 
gas is being blown out from the force be- 
low. Again, the water evaporates; or a rush 
of water down the pipes carries out the 
water in the trap and the inch of protec- 
tion that was between you and death is gone. 

Sewer gas is death, and foul pipes are 
disease. Let the knowledge enat you are in 
danger from these rouse you like a toesin 
for you have an enemy to fight. ~ 

Metal sinks are a wonderful improvement 
over the wooden, cased-in affairs that we 
find in old houses, and open plumbing is 
fast being perfected, but you cannot trust 
our servants to keep these places immacu- 
late as safely as you can turn them loose in 
the drawing room. There they would see 
the necessity of dusting carefully and would 
polish the windows because they show to 
friends and strangers, but me kettle closet, 
the sink trap, and the basement are places 
that they will neglect becawse no one sees 
them. °

Lieutenant Post was 28 years old. 
lie came here July 28, 1913, from Hono- 
lulu, where he was attached to the 
Twenty-fifth infantry, and became a 
military aviator November 11. He is 
survived by his widow and his sister, 
who came here only recently to visit 
him from their home in Babylon, Long 
Island, where his mother also resides, 
and a brother, V. Z. Post, the novelist. 
His father died two weeks ago. 

The body will be shipped to Wash- 
ington, D. C., for interment in Arling- 
ton national cemetery. 


Beachey Blames Congress. 


“The death of Lieutenant Post only 
substantiates the charge I made 
against the policy of the United States 
government last November,” declared 
Lincoln Beachey, aviator, tonight in a 
telegram received here. 

“At that time I blamed congress for 
the deaths of the army and navy avia- 
tors. I don’t believe government avia- 
tion would be much better off if the 
$2,000,000 or $3,000,000 appropriated for 
the supposed betterment of the flying 
branch of the service were made. They 
simply would have a lot more ma- 
chines with which to kill off more offi- 
cers. 

“Within a week that old machine 
probably will be patched up with a 
few new wires and more cloth and an- 
other aviator will be sent out in it.” 

Some time ago Beachey was given 
an audience by Secretary Garrison, in 
which the secretary was told that 
army aviators were losing their lives 
because the equipment supplied them 
was old. 

Army Officers Defend Machine. 

Washington, February 9%.—News of 
the fatal accident to Lieutenant Post 
at San Diego today was received in 
army and navy circles here with pro- 
found regret. The young officer was 
regarded as one of the most skilled 
air pilots in the service and it was con- 
sidered certain that a flaw in his ma- 
chine must have been responsible for 
the tragedy. 

Army officers, however. were not 
disposed to blame the type of aero- 
plane used by the aviation corps. 
Secretary Garrison said tonight that 
while Lincoln Beachey had told him 
recently that the army machines were 
antiquated and dangerous, he had been 
assured by the service experts that the 
aeroplanes ‘were the best to be had. 

“Those in charge of the army equip- 
ment,” sail the secretary, ‘tell me 
that the type of machine in use is the 
best available. If there is any criti- 


ra 


cism against them, it must be caused 


by the differences of opinion between 
the civilian aviators and the army offi- 
cers.” He added that all of the aero- 
‘planes in use were new. 

Lieutenant Post’s death makes a to- 
tal of sixteen in government aviation 
since 1908, fifteen in the army and one 
in the navy. 

In aviation the world over approxi- 
mately 35 persons haV@ met death.

NEW MONEY DESIGNS 
READY FOR COMPTROLLER 


Washington, February 9.-—Designs 
for the new fashions in paper money, 
to ‘be used by the government under the 
currency act, have been prepared by 
experts of the bureau of engraving and 
printing for submission to John Skg@l- 
ton Williams. This money may not be 
needed for months, but Director Ralph 
of the bureau will have the designs 
ready within a few days and as soon 
as Mr. Williams has secured Secretary 
McAdoo’s approval, the plates will be 
made and a féw hundred millions will 
be sent whirring off the bureau's big 
presses. 

There will be three kinds of new 
currency, one for emergemcy pur- 
poses, succeeding the present, but 
never used, one for the _ federal 
reserve banks issued against United 
States bonds with the circulation privi- 
lege, and the third, one year gold notes 
to be issued to reserve banks against 
United. States bonds, but not to have 
the circulation, privilege. 

The designs contemplate the present 
size of paper money, although the plan 
of the Patt administration for smaller 
bills may be reflected in future is- 
sues. The law authorizes notes of $5, 
$10, $20, $50 and $100. Present de- 
signs would have $5 notes bear the por- 
trait of Lincoln, the $10 that of Cleve- 
land, the $20, that of: Jefferson and the 
$50 that of Grant. Varied phases of 
human aetivity are depicted on the 
backs of the notes. As provided by 
law, currency issued to particular re- 
serve banks will bear serial numbers 
as distinguishine marks.

PROPOSED TO LEASE 
ALASKAN COAL LANDS 


‘Washington, February 9.—A plan to 
open up the coal lands of Alaska 


through a leasing system was proposed‘ 


in a bill introduced in the house to- 
day by Representative Ferris, of Okla- 
homa, as a part of the administration 
program for the development of the 
resources of the territory. 
was the result of conferences between 
Secretar? Lane, of the interior depart- 
ment,and members of the house and 
senate house lands committee, held for 
several weeks. 

The measure would allow the secre- 
tary of the interior to lease for pri- 
vate development the government coal 
lands in Alaska, in blocks of forty 
acres, or multiples thereof up to 2,650 
acres. No single developer would be 
allowed to take up more than 2,650 
acres, and no claims aggregating more 
than that amount could be combined, 
under penalty of forfeiture. Stringent 
provisions against possible combina- 
tion for control of the lands would im- 
pose a jail sentence of three years and 
a $1,000 fine as the penalty for joint 
ownership of more than the prescribed 
allotment. 

The secretary of the interlor would 
be authorized to lease the lands 
through competitive bidding, under con- 
ditions which 
ernment a royalty of 2 cents a ton of 
all coal mined. During the time the 
mining operations were being project- 
ed, the bill would enforce the payment 
of rent at the rate of 25 cents per acre 
for the first vear, 50 cents per acre 
per year for the second, third, fourth 
and fifth year, and $1 per year there- 
after. Royalties paid on coal mined, 
however, would be credited to this 


rental account. 

The leases would be indefinite in 
term, dependent upon the working of 
the mine, but the secretary would be 
allowed to alter the conditions of the 
lease every twenty years. The funds 
secured by these leases would be ap- 
plied = to the development, improve- 
ment and betterment of the territory 
of Alaska, particularly to the building 
of the government railroad planned in 
the bill which already has passed the 
senate and is pending in the house.

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IN THE TITANIC CASE 


British ‘Court Holds That the 
Great Vessel Was Negli- 
2 gently Navigated. 


London, February %.—The court of 
appeals today sustained the decision 
of the king’s bench court, which, in a 
test case brought la&t June by an Irish 
farmer claiming damages for the loss 
of his son in the Titanic disaster, de-' 
clared illegal the condition printed on’ 
the steamship tickets exempting the 
company from liability for loss by a| 
passenger even through negligence of; 
the company’s servants. 

The judgment of the court of ap- 
peals, in dismissing the appeal of the 
White Star Steamship company from 
that decision, was delivered by Lord 
Justice Sir Roland Vaughan Williams, | 
who declared that practice did not 
justify a vessel in maintaining her 
course and speed when the warnings of 
dangers ahead were such as the Titanic 
received. The only answer, he said, 
which the owners or the Titanic could 
give to the charge of negligent naviga- 
tion in proceeding at full speed under 
the circumstances preceding the disas- 
ter, was that this was the custom of 
steamers crossing the Atlanta under 
the most‘skilled navigators. Expert 
witnesses had undoubtedly syown that 
such was the practice. ( 

On the other hand, there Was expert 
evidenee that under conditions ex- 
tremely hazardous, a prudent naviga- 
tor was justified in departing from the 
general practice, Captain Smith, by 
deviating for a time from the usual 
lane of travel on aceount of warnings 
of ice, gave proof that he himself rec- 
ognized that the usual practice was not 
binding upon him where prudence dic- 
tated precautions in order to avoid 


danger. 

Considering the circumstances under | 
which the Titantic was lest, the lord 
justice said: 

“Whether the occasion was such as 
to require departure from the general 
practice was a question for the jury 
to decide. The duty of those navigat- 
ing a ship is to use a reasonable care. 
was for the jury to find whether 
there had been failure to perform this 
If the jury had before it evi- 
dence upon which it might reasonably 
conclude there was such failure, the 
cannot be distunbded.

“There is a scientific reason to expect 
a flood this vear that may be as dis- 
astrous as that of 1913.”

REVISION 1S PROPOSED 
OF ARTICLES OF WAR 


Object Is to Reform the Soldier 
Who Is Guilty of Purely 
Military Offenses. 


Washington, February %.—Revision 
of the articles of war in the military 
law of the United States, unchanged 
since 1806, is proposed in a bill passed 
without a dissenting vote Dy the senate 
today designed to make the soldier 
guilty of purely military offenses an 
object of reformatory discipline in- 
stead of a penitentiary convict with 
the criminal stamp upon him. 

Fort Leavenworth, Kan., would cease 
to be a federal penitentiary under the 
terms of the bill and hereafter would 
be Known as the United States Mili- 
tary Detention barracks. The prison 
would be modeled after the English 


|army disciplinary institution at Aler- 


shot, and no soldier or civilian con- 
victed of an offense punishable by 
penal servitude might hereafter be con- 
fined there. 

Military prisoners under suspended 
sentence quartered in the detention 
barracks wotild be organized into mili 
tary commands and their training kept 
up, where prison conduct warrants in 
the opinion of the secretary of war. 
Honorable restoration to the army, or 
permission to re-enlist without preju- 
dice if the enlistment had expired, 
would follow good behavior. 

This radical revision of the army's 
disciplinary methods is proposed in a 
re-codification of the articles of war, 
dropping thirteen sections frg@m the old 
code as obsolete and inserting provis- 
ions for a policy of suspended sentence 
and less drastic treatment of military 
offenders generally. 

The bill makes mention of the 
military prison on iintoan island, San 
Francisco. In this connection the com- 
mittee report says the secretary of war 
is convinced that establishment of the 
detention barracks and necessary 
branches would make the maintenance 
of a military prison unnecessary.

Mexico City, February 9.—Rodolfo 
Reyes, former minister of justice, one 
of the Mexican deputies arrested on 
November 11, last year, when Pro- 
Visional President Huerta broke up the 
Mexican congress by jailing a large 
number of its members, was released 
today by order of the investigating 
court, which found no evidence on 
which he cuould be longer detained. 

Reyes is a son of the late General 
Bernardo Reyes, former secretary of 
war, who was killed during an attack 
on the national palace by General Felix 
Diaz a year ago. 

Sir Lionel Carden, the British minis- 
ter, is preparing to leave for London 
immediately upon the arrival about 
February 15 of Thomas B. Hohler, sec- 
retary and charge, who will undertake 
the business of the legation pending 
the arrival in Mexico of a new minis- 
ter to succeed Sir Lionel upon his ap- 
proaching transfer to Rio Janeiro. 

Instead of proceeding by direct 
steamer from Vera Cruz to Europe, it 
is learned from authoritative sources 
that Sir Lionel will go first to the 
United States and visit Sir Cecil 
Spring-Rice, the British ambassador. 
During his stay in Washington it is 
expected that he will confer with Pres- 
ident Wilson regarding the situation 
in Mexico. 

Villa to Protect Foreigners. 

Washington, February 9.—Indirectly 
assurances have been received at the 
white house from General Villa, the 
Mexican rebel leader, for the proper 
treatment of foreigners. Representa- 
tions by American consular officers on 
the necessity of the extending to Span- 
iards, as well as all foreign subjects, 
equal protection have met with compli- 
ance. 

At the same time General Villa, it is 
understood, will not be disposed to ig- 
nore active participation by foreigners 
in the cause of Provisional President 
Huerta, but will extend to any foreign 
combatants, however, the right of trial. 

In the main, the administration here 
is disposed to regard as satisfactory 
General Villa’s assurances.

New York, February 9.—The specu- 
lative boom in stocks of the Standard 
Oil group, which has made life excit- 
ing on the curb market for several 
weeks, was punctured today. Specu- 
lators, who, on paper had profits of 
thousands of dollars, were awakened 
from their dreams of sudden fortune as 
prices tumbled precipitately. Different 
stocKs fell 20 to 100 points below the 
high level reached last week, on tre 
crest of the wave of speculation. 

Atlantic Refining, one of the stocks 
which had been a favorite among the 
curb brokers, dropped 107 to 713. 
week ago it sold at 858. Standard Oil 
of California was off 40 points from its 
recent high mark, Prairie Oil 50, Stand- 
ard Oil of Ohio 80, Standard Oil of New 
York 30 and Standard Oil of Indiana 55. 

Following the dissolution of the old 
Standard Oil company by the United 
States supreme court there was active 
speculation in the stocks of the com- 
panies, numbering more than 30, into 
which the parent corporation was di- 
vided. Some of these stocks increased 
in market value many times over as 
the earning power of the corporations, 
unknown when the stocks were brought 
into Wall street was demonstrated. 
During the last few weeks prices of 
many of these stocks have been pushed 
up indiscriminately, and it has been 
predicted for some time that a collapse 
would follow as the result of over- 
extended speculation. 

The exceptionally heavy drop in At- 
lantic Refining was influenced by the 
appearance today of the corporation's 
annual report, which was less favor- 
able than the bulls had predicted.

40 BABIES OUT OF 100 
BORN WITHOUT DOCTOR 


New York, February 9.—Forty babies: 
out of every hundred born in the United 
States are brought into the world with- 
out the attendance of a doctor and the 
midwives who care for them and their 
mothers are, in a majority of cases 
neglectful of sanitary precaution and 
in many instances without even a rudi- 
mentary knowledge of the proper meas- 
ures to be emploved in such cases, ac- 
cording to a report on Midwife in 
England,” issued today by the Russell 
Sage foundation on behalf of the com- 
mittee for the prevention of blindness. 

“So far as we are able to learn,” the 
report says, “the United States is the 
only civilized country in the world in 
which the life, health and future well- 
being of mothers and infants are not 
safeguarded so far as is possible by 
statutory requirements for at least the 
training, licensing and control of mid- 
Wives. 

The report declares that since the 
“midwives act’ was passed in England 
in 1902 the death. rate of newly born 
children has been reduced by one-third 
and deaths of mothers by one-fifth. The 
system of examination, Hcensing and 
inspection provided for in the English 
law is recommended as a mode] for 
state legislation in the United States. 

The report, which was prepared by 
Miss Carolyn C. VanBlarcom, secretary 
of the committee, adds that the com- 
mittee has been informed by spectal- 
ists that blindness in babies would vir- 
tually never occur !{f at birth their eves 
were properly bathed with a prophy- 
lactic Miss VanBlarcom has made 
thorough study of the problems dealt 
with in the report throughout the 
United States and England.
